The cotton balance sheet shows 
an increase in balance September I 
this year over last year of 3,060.000 
bales. 
During the past 15 years 
the cotton balance September I has 
exceeded the present balance 
of 
17,040,000 bales ll times. 
The present supply of American 
cotton is not burdensome provided 
proper merchandising policies 
are 
followed.

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Dangers From Fires in Winter Time 
Are Cited by State Fire Commissioner 


COTTON OF THE MONTH 


“Carelessness is not really the 
cause of fires,” Marvin Hall. State 
Fire Insurance Commissioner, said 
this week. 
"Ifs r r t that a person doesn't 
care if he bums his house down or 
injures himself cr others; it's that 
he is ignorant of or indifferent to 
dangerous 
practices 
that 
cause 
fires.” 
Ninety per cent of our fires are 
needless and could be prevented, he 
continued. 
This 90 per cent is 
generally considered to be caused 
by c&releesness. when in the strict 
sense of the term. they are not. 
“People "»'ho have needless fires 
either do not know of an existing 
fire hazard or they just dont be- 
lieve it can happen to them,’ Hall 
said. 
The $22,000,000 lire lass rn Texas 
last year proved that it does happen 
to thousands of people. 
Losses in 
1947 were the highest in the history 
cf this state and they are climbing 
higher this year, nearly reaching 
the $15,000,000 mark through the 
month of August. 
Information on 
fire 
prevention 
can usually be obtained at city or 
county libraries, and local fire de- 
partments will inspect houses or 
places cf business free, the com­ 
missioner suggested. Fire Marshals 
will talk with individuals or groups 
to teD them home to prevent fires. 
“Fire prevention is an individual 
responsibility,” he emphasized. “We 
can’t let ‘George’ do it for us. Fire 
Prevention Week, which just ended, 
is an excellent time to start a per­ 
sonal year round 
prevention pro­ 
gram at home and at work.” 
Urging housewives to prepare now 
for the fire dangerous months. Hall 
named a few special fires safety tips 
for Texas housewives to keep in 


mind while making their fall check­ 
ups: 
1.Have all gas stoves connected 
with s.lid piping and if leaking gas 
is noticed, call the gas company. 
Protect woodwork around or under 
gas heaters. 
Be sure heaters are a 
safe distance from curtains or tow­ 
el racks. 
2. By all means rake up all the 
dead leaves on your premises but 
bury them—don’t 
bum 
them—in 
your flcwer beds. Buried leaves en­ 
rich the soil and create no fire 
hazard. 
3. Never 
use 
gasoline, 
benzine, 
naphtha or similar volatile flam­ 
mable liquids for cleaning purposes. 
Use an approved solvent for remov­ 
ing spots from clothes. Send to the 
dry cleaners any clothes needing ex­ 
tensive cleaning. 
4. If the wimg system of the 
house s to bp extended, call a pro- 
fesional electrician and have the 
Job done right. 
Cords to portable 
electric 
appliances 
should be as 
short as possible. 
Replace those 
that have become the least worn or 
frayed. 
5. Keep matches in metal con­ 
tainers and out of reach of small 
children. Be sure matches and cig­ 
arets are out before discarding them 
Don’t smoke in bed.

nesessarily, th at they are not valid 
on tourist cars. 
There are no coaches en

Snowden owns the sand and gravel 
company. 
The rolling stock consists of three 
light switch -engines of 
varying 
sizes and a!Tut 25 cars.

is held in reserve for emergencies. 
'Not to be confused w ith a m in­ 
iature railroad, the Hnmlin-North-

It has a m a­ 
chine shop and roundhouse, a depot 
and general offices at F lat Top.

including a radio station. 
Some of 
his ventures may be more profit­

C A M PA IG N : 
Trumpets Sounded 
Politicians cleared their throats 
as with the sound of trum pets, and 
the 1948 presidential election cam ­ 
paign swept into motion. 
The first skirm ish between Demo­ 
crats 
and 
Republicans 
featured 
P resident T rum an and Harold E. 
Stassen, who carried the word of 
their respective parties 
into the 
great industrial area around De­ 
troit. 
THAT INDICATED that, for the 
tim e being at least, the pivotal fac­ 
tor directing the policies of both 
GOP and 
D em ocratic cam paigns 
would be the labor vote. 
To win the election this Novem­ 
ber Mr. T rum an probably will need 
the sam e proportionate am ount of 
the labor vote that turned out in 
favor of Roosevelt in the 1932, 1936 
and 1940 cam paigns. Whether he 
will get it is very much open to 
question at this stage. 


Truman 


Launching his battle for re-elec­ 
tion in the Detroit area over the 
L abor 
Day 
week-end, 
President 
T rum an fired at will. 
AT GRAND 
RAPIDS. 
Lansing, 
Detroit, Pontiac and Flint he ex­ 
horted all the “little people” of the 
U. S. to register and vote in the 
N ovem ber 2 election. 
If a heavy vote turns out, he in­ 
sisted. not only will he be re-elected, 
but the Republican m ajority in con­ 
gress will be replaced by a Demo­ 
cratic one. 
s 
“ IF YOU STAY home next No­ 
vem ber and keep these reaction­ 
aries in power, you will deserve 
every blow you get and you can 
expect a barrage of body blows,” 
said Mr. Trum an. This was a repeti­ 
tion of an idea—that “you’ll get 
what you deserve” —whicb he had 
expressed earlier in the year and 
which, at the time, was received 
with some animosity by the people 
to whom he addressed it. 
“ You can elect a reactionary ad­ 
ministration and go into an era of 
fear, or you can elect a congress 
and an adm inistration that stand 
ready to play fair with every elem ­ 
ent of American life and enter an 
era of new hope. We're in a hard, 
tough fight against shrewd, rich op­ 
ponents. They don’t count on your 
vote; they just don't want you to 
vote.”

nation's voters go to the polls on 
election day a Democratic victory 
is assured.

STASSEN SPARED no words in 
taking President Trum an to task, 
referring to him as a “ complain­ 
ing ' failure who had resorted to 
“ demagogic appeals” in seeking re­ 
election. 


Specifically, he charged that Mr. 
Trum an 
had 
“ dishonored 
labor 
with an extrem e demagogic appeal 
to set class against class." 
In thus resorting to the time-hon­ 
ored political device of attacking 
and reproaching the opponent from 
a personal standpoint, Stassen had 
gone Mr. Trum an one better. In 
his Detroit addresses the President 
did 
not 
even 
mention 
Thomas 
Dewey. 


THE DEFEA TED COP aspirant 
for the p arty ’s nomination declared 
that Mr. Trum an had come not to 
laud labor for its record, but “ as a 
complaining candidate for election 
seeking labor’s vote.” 
“His scolding, threatening, com ­ 
plaining speeches” indicated that 
he lacks the leadership “ in affairs 
at home and abroad so vitally need­ 
ed in these next crucial years," said 
Stassen. 
He failed when he had a Demo­ 
cratic cengress to work with. 
“ He failed when he had a Repub­ 
lican congress ta work with.” 


TURNING TO THE political foot­ 
ball which the election year has 
m ade of the issue of Communist 
activities in the U. S., Stassen as­ 
serted that th# Republican party 
is “ driving the red herring out of 
the official waters of the Potomac” 
by means of congressional inquiries 
into the Com munist problem. 
“ Too many 
red 
herrings have 
been in Washington for too long a 
time, ’ he blasted. ‘T h e President 
should help m an the red herring 
nets instead of complaining against 
the fishermen.”

AN AMERICAN protest by Col. 
I rank Howley, American com m an­ 
dant in Berlin, was rejected blunt­ 
ly by the Soviet commander, Maj. 
Gen. Alexander Kotikov, who flatly 
warned the U. S. officials "not to in­ 
terfere in m atters which don’t con­ 
cern them .” 
Kotikov’s letter followed rejection 
of French protests that demanded 
the release of another 19 anti-Corn- 
munist 
western 
sector 
policemen 
who were kidnaped by Soviet police 
while traveling in a French convoy 
under a Russian guarantee of safe 
conduct. 
In the face of these intolerable 
developments, how could East-West 
negotiations for a Berlin agreement 
continue? Apparently they couldn’t, 
except 
under 
almost 
impossible 
strain. 
SECRETARY OF STATE George 
Marshall charged that the Berlin 
city hall kidnapings were aimed, 
at least in part, at disrupting the 
talks by the four military gover 
nors who were, ostensibly, seeking 
the road to a settlement of the Ber­ 
lin problem and the issue of uni­ 
form currency. 
Thus, it was easy to understand

diplomatic authorities 
were concerned with the possibil­ 
ity of an early collapse of the for­ 
mal negotiations. It was likely that 
the Kremlin would be the first to 
flash the red light.

Instructions to form a cabinet. 
Schuman duly gathered together 
an adm inistrative body and then, 
64 hours later, watched it fall apart 
when he was defeated on a techni­ 
cal proposal to postpone questioning 
of the new cabinet by the national 
assembly. In short, he failed to get 
the necessary vote of c o n s en c e. 
Desperate by this time. President 
Auriol then nam ed Henri Queuille, 
veteran Radical Socialist, to suc­ 
ceed Schuman. 


WHAT QUEUILLE could do to 
produce some kind of order out of 
political 
confusion 
and economic 
travail no one knew. He is 64 years 
old. a little known political figure 
in France and was a wartime as­ 
sistant of Gen. Charles DeGaulle. 
The 
situation 
pointed 
up 
the 
alarm ed belief, becoming more pre­ 
dominant in France, that no indi­ 
vidual or group can command the 
working m ajority that will enable 
him to govern the nation success­ 
fully. 
It is a paradox that the parties in 
the moderate center of the political 
scale in France can speak for less 
than 25 per cent of the people. Gen­ 
eral DeGaulle, on the right, com­ 
mands 45 per cent of the vote, and 
Communist groups hold another 30 
per cent. 


Although the past few weeks have 
not been conducive to a coherent 
examination of the political situa 
tion in France, the principal trend 
seems to be toward a return of Gen 
eral DeGaulle and his right-wing 
beliefs to power.

an almost complete nuisance. 
THEY WANT TO REPLACE the 
whole 96 million acres with nutri­ 
tious grasses for cattle and sheep. 
Some ef the sage would have to be 
retained 
to prevent erosion, 
but 
most of it could go.

Almanack which 
says:

“The greatest natural enem y

vice, which is not seasonal for my 
friends “down under” where the 
autum nal equinox heralds the com­ 
ing of sum m er and not fall and win­ 
ter, let us return to our m eteoro­ 
logical mutton. 
I will not become technical but I 
think it is just as well to get better 
acquainted 
with 
the 
phenomena, 
natural and otherwise, which sur­ 
round us. There is no reason why, 
if one rises late in the night to let 
the cat in (or out) he need crack a 
shin on a chair, once he understands 
why and in what position his wife 
has moved it since he last noticed 
its location—and the stars are just 
celestial furniture. 


What la This Thing 
1Retrograde Motion’? 


There is a 
certain “retrograde 
motion” from east to west of the 
equinoxial points, which I won’t go 
into in detail for several reasons, 
one being that I haven’t the slight­ 
est idea what the phrase means. 
Nevertheless. I will mention that 
retrograde motion was discovered 
by a gentlem an by the nam e of 
Hipparchus in the year (about) 120 
before Christ. Experts say this mo­ 
tion accounts for the changes in the 
position of the Pole star, the North 
S tar as it is usually called. 
Some people think the Pole star 
doesn't change. 
A num ber of im ­ 
portant 
people 
since 
Hipparchus 
have thought so. Take one, William 
Shakespeare. R em em ber in Act III 
of Julius Caeser when a petition 
for repeal of the disenfranchisement 
of Publius Cimber is presented? 
Cassius drops to his knees to beg 
for the repeal but Caeser says: 
“ I could be well moved, if I 
were as you; 
If I could pray to move, pray­ 
ers would move me: 
But I am constant as the north­ 
ern star, 
Of whose true-fix'd and resting 
quality 
There is no fellow in the firma­ 
ment, 


The skies are painted with un- 
number’d sparks, 
They are all fire and every one 
doth shine, 
But there’s but one In all doth 
hold his place . . .” 
Perhaps Shakespeare had never 
read 
Hipparchus. 
(Some 
say he 
couldn't read but if so, where did 
he get his plots?) Anyhow, Hippar­ 
chus said, 
(and nobody has dis­ 
proved his theory) that the position 
of the Pole star does change (from 
our viewpoint). 
One authority ex­ 
plains it this way: 
“The pole of the earth is swing­ 
ing slowly as if it were the axis of 
a top, or as if the earth, rotating, 
were a 
kind 
of gyroscope.” The 
study of what is called the “p re­ 
cession of the 
equinoxes” 
(their 
moving backward in relation to the 
constellations) is fascinating. But I 
have no intention of reading a lee- 
ture on astronomy here—for sev­ 
eral 
reasons, 
including 
the 
one 
mentioned before. 
But I do want to mention some 
things which George Stimson (with I 
w’hom I have just been talking) 1 
brought 
up 
You 
r e m e m b e r 
George? He comes from Anamosa, ! 
Iowa, where he has just been spend- | 
ing a wonderful vacation with his 
m other who, at 77. does her own 
cooking because she likes it bet­ 
ter (and, according to George, for 
good reasons) than anyone’s else. 
George, to whom most Wash­ 
ingtonians turn when they want 
the right answer, says that rec­ 
ords for a period of 50 years 
show that there were actually 
fewer storms during the period 
between September 20 and 25 
I which 
overlaps the equinox) 
than 
there 
were im mediately 
preceding September 25. The 
sam e, he says, Is true of the 
vernal equinox. 
“The 
notion 
about 
equinoxial 
storm s in one form or another,” 
says George, 
"dates back to at 
least 1748 and probably originated 
among seafaring people.” 
All 
this 
information 
is 
in his ! 
“ Book About a Thousand Things” 1 
and if I had thought to look it up 
first I wouldn’t have interrupted ! 
him in his work on his book about 
a thousand (or more) things reg ard ­ 
ing American history which will be 
his next opus and which I’m willing 
to say in advance of publication is 
going to be good. 


So much for the equinoxes, with 
whom, since we m eet them twice a 
year, we ought to get better ac­ 
quainted. 


Blackjack Pershing’s

Col. Frederick 
P alm er sent me his latest book en­ 
titled “General John J. Pershing.” 
It was written some time ago, re ­ 
cently brought up to date after P al­ 
m er’s last interview with Pershing, 
but in accordance with the author’s 
stipulation, was not published until 
after Pershing’s death. 
“ It was not to be submitted 
to him or to appear in the light 
of an official biography or one 
authorized by his heirs.” 
This is stated in the foreword and 
P alm er elaborated on his attitude 
to m e during a lunche in thor fly 
before the book appeared. 
Colonel 
Palm er 
is 
the 
elder 
statesm an of the war correspond­ 
ents. 
But years are of small ac­ 
count to him. He is pert, active and 
his m em ory is phenomenal. I knew 
of him in connection with the Russo-

painted fleet of warships. 
The warships were a Christ­ 
m as present received while I 
was still building with blocks 
and shooting Indians with bows 
made of nmbrella ribs and drill­ 
ing in an infant cadet corps. 
L ater I cam e to know a colleague 
of P a lm e r’s in that war which gave 
Japan the toe hold in the F a r East 
that m ade her the power she was in 
World War II.

The Pershing book I have not 
read at this writing but as soon as 
I do I’ll tell you about it.

And he was 
killed in a motor car accident. Jef­ 
fries is still alive—hale and rath e r 
hearty—and so are Bums, Willard, 
Dempsey, T u n n e y , S c h m e l i n g , 
Sharkey, C am era, Baer, Braddock 
and Louis.

% cup minced sweet pickle 
2 tablespoons mayonnaise 
1 teaspoon prepared mustard 
2 teaspoons minced onion

Salt and pepper 
Cut cheese into tiny pieces aqd 
blend with mayonnaise. Add shred­ 
ded corned beef and remaining in­ 
gredients.
